Finances—The total bonded debt at the close of the year is 
$161,500.00 a reduction from last year of $44,000. There 

is one outstanding loan in anticipation of revenue.

Cash on hand December 31, 1941 is $194,606.99 and the credit 
balance in the Excess and Deficiency Account on the same date is 
$88,917.97. Uncollected taxes amount to $55,701.72, the lowest 
figure in over a decade. The 1941 tax rate of $25.40 was some- 
what higher than that of the previous year, largely because of an 
unexpected appropriation of $10,000 for plastering and waterproof- 
ing the high school, recommended to the special town meeting of 
April 28, 1941 by the committee appointed by the moderator fol- 
lowing the annual town meeting. This appropriation represented 
_over 70c on the tax rate.

Preambulation—In accordance with the provisions of the Gen- 
eral Laws, members of the Board met with the 
Selectmen of Dover and Westwood on October 18, Norwood and 
Sharon on October 19, Norfolk on October 25, Foxborough on 
November 1, 1941, and preambulated the town boundaries. 


Public Highways—The 1941 session of the Massachusetts Legis- 

lature returned to its former practice of con- 
tributing approximately one-half the cost of construction of main 
highways in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 90. 
Under this program, Walpole received about $13,000 which was 
used for the rebuiding of East Street from Plimpton Street to 
Short Street and Short Street from East Street to Washington Street, 
and for the completion of Main Street from the end of the 1938 
construction to Common Street. The Main Street job, completed 
in record time before the date set by the contract, and under 
difficult conditions requiring the maintenance of facilities for 
heavy traffic, is a great addition to the appearance of the center 
of the Town. The approaches to the Kendall Mills and to the 
Bird Machine Company, West Street and Neponset Street re- 
spectively, deemed additionally important because of the defense 
production carried on by these industries, were widened and re- 
built. Two dangerous intersections, that of East and Washington 
Streets, and Chestnut and Union Streets, were widened, sub- 
stantially reducing the long-existent traffic hazards in those loca- 
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tions. At South Walpole, the road through the center of the 
common was eliminiated in connection with the construction 
work on Summer and Neponset Streets. 


Parks and Playgrounds—A milestone in thé building of Memorial 

Park was passed this year when the 
filling operations were finally completed after many years. Those 
who recall the low swamp extending from Stone Street to East 
Street and from School Street practically to Main Street, will realize 
the hundreds of thousands of yards of fill necessary for this 
task. The main lines of the water system in the park were laid 
and good progress was made on the baseball diamond until 
the supply of W.P.A. workers became non-existent. A large 
amount of fill obtained from the excavations on Summer Street 
was deposited in the South Walpole Athletic Field, which was: 
then loamed and seeded. 


W. P. A. Projects—This year saw the end of the W.P. A. in Wal- 

7 pole, with the transfer of the workers to Fed- 
eral Defense Projects and to private industry. Although the 
W. P. A. and its alphabetical predecessors were subject to criti- 
cism on the grounds of incompetency and boon-doggling, the 
Town of Walpole utilized these Federal aids during the depression 
years for a tremendous program of roads, sewers, bridges, water- 
extensions, and drains. Commencement of the South Street con- 
struction, in the form of drains, which was scheduled for the Fall 
of 1941 and was to be handled as a W.P.A. Project, was pre- 
vented by the abolition of the W.P.A. The Surplus Commodi- 
ties Distribution Center which had been supplying food and 
clothing to needy citizens of Walpole and their families was 
closed at the end of 1941, owing to a lessened supply of products 
available for distribution and an increase in work and wages 
locally. . 


Welfare and Unemployment Relief—The reports of the Selectmen 

‘ by the Board of Welfare and 
by the Boards handling the various divisions of Social Security, 
found elsewhere in the Town Report, are complete in themselves. 


Defense and Other Activities—Walpole was one of the pioneers in 

local defense work, starting in June, 
1940 with the work of Chairman Willis Hoyt and his Walpole 
Committee on Public Safety, and continuing in ever-increasing 
scope to the present. 

On December 8, 1941, Congress declared war on Japan, fol- 
lowing the Pearl Harbor disaster, and on the same date the Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen summoned the Chief of Police, 
Chief of the Fire Department, the Commander of the American 
Legion, the Commander of the Walpole Unit of the State Guard 
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Reserve, the Chief Air Raid Warden, the Chairman of the Wal- 
pole Committee on Public Safety, the District Controller of the 
Walpole Warning Center, the Chairman of the School Committee 
and the heads of all the industries in town to consult as to 
additional measures to be taken for the public safety and the 
prevention of sabotage. This conference brought to light the 
pains-taking work that had already been undertaken by the 
public-spirited citizens of the town in manifold defense activities. 
The appropriations made in 1941 for defense purposes will 
materially aid in keeping down the cost of defense appropriations 
in 1942, which in other towns and cities may have to be of 
considerable magnitude. On December 16, 1941, the Board of 
Selectmen headed the reception line at the induction of the new 
‘Walpole Unit of the Massachusetts State Guard Reserve, which 
was created primarily for local protection. Auxiliary police and 
five squads were also formed during the year. Costs of materials 
of all kinds expanded during the year as defense production in- 
creased throughout the country, but by careful planning and) 
timely purchases, most departments, under the control of the 
Board of Selectmen, remained within their appropriations. 

With the expected curtailment of production of motor vehicles 
and tires in 1942, the policy of the Board of Selectmen and of the 
Town Engineer, during 1940 and 1941 in urging the Town to pur- 
chase trucks, the new grader, and other equipment, with any 
available funds, now places Walpole in an enviable position 
with respect to the condition of its equipment to meet future 
needs. The Board has taken cognizance of the rising cost of 
living, as well as of the high standard of work performed by the 
Town employees, and will recommend to the next annual Town 
meeting an increase in their wages and salaries.

TOWN COUNSEL 


A suit against the County of Norfolk for land damages, as a 
result of the relocation of North Street and takings incidental 
thereto, was decided in favour of the claimant by a jury of the 
Norfolk County Superior Court. Although the action is instituted 
against the County the Town of Walpole is the ultimate financially 
responsible party. In former years the damages were determined 
by the County Commissioners without consulting with your Board 
of Selectmen. At the present time, due to the efforts of the Board 
of Selectmen, the Commissioners are cooperating with the Select- 
men on this type of case. I believe this to be a wise procedure 
on the part of your Board as they are more familiar with the 
problems presented locally than a Board comprised of members 
from another section of the County. 

s Other claims of a similar nature are pending in the Superior 
ourt. 
A claim against the Town for injuries received as a result of 
an alleged defect in a highway was compromised for fifty dollars. 

Claims for damages for injuries received as a result of alleged 
defects in sidewalks are outstanding. 

I can not urge too strongly the necessity for keeping side- 
walks in a proper state of repair. The Board of Selectmen is 
familiar with the conditions of our walks and any recommenda- 
tion that they include in the annual warrant should be sup- 
ported by the citizens of the town as it would partake of the 
nature of insurance against claims in the future. 

I have prosecuted, on behalf of the police department a case 
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involving serious charges and have advised members of the force 
in matters pertaining to criminal law. 

Conferences with, opinions for and legal papers have been 
drafted for many of the town officers and committees. In short, 
I have fulfilled completely the requirements of Article 4, Section 
l of the Town By-Laws.

TOWN ENGINEER AND SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS 


Highways—All work scheduled for this department was com- 

pleted except the re- -building of Diamond Street which 
is being carried over into next year’s program. An additional 
amount will be asked for a culvert on this street. This culvert 
is necessary to provide ample space to dispose of surplus fill 
obtained in 1942. 


West Street—This street was re-built from Elm Street to Spring 
Street. The construction consisted of a type “I” bitu- 
minous concrete surface bétween Elm Street and the Neponsst 
River and a penetration surface between the river and the rail- 
road. A short curve was cut off near the Kendall Company park- 
ing area and the intersection of Station and West Streets widened. 
A new sidewalk was extended along West Street in front of the 
Epiphany Church and on Station Street opposite the Kendall Com- - 
pany’'s office. 
Summer Street—From Washington Street to the N. Y. N. H. & H. 
R. R. was rebuilt. The entire roadway was 
widened and curbed and finished with a penetration surface. 
All water services were renewed before the construction and 
new drain outlets provided. 


Neponset Street—From Washington Street to the Bird Machine 

Co. was re-built and consists of a penetration 
surface 24 feet wide. The intersection of Willow Street was 
widened and curves straightened to a large degree. 


Willow Street—From Neponset Street to Washington Street was 
widened, scarified, tarred and gravelled. All 
water connections were renewed prior to re-surfacing. 


East Street—From Short Street to the residence of John Burke was 
widened and re-built with a penolithic surface. This 

portion of the street was curbed after a new drainage system was 

installed. The water services were renewed to the street line. 


Street Intersections—The intersections of Chestnut and Union 

Streets and East and Washington Streets 
were widened. This work was executed under contract and bids 
were opened on July 11, 1941. Sam Lorusso & Son of East 
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Sanicale, as low bidder, was awarded the contract. Both inter- 
sections were widened substantially and penetration surface in- 
stalled. Sidewalks were replaced. At the intersection of Wash- 
ington and East Streets an island was placed in the center of this 
new construction for rotary traffic which will greatly alleviate the 
danger at this intersection.

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Chapter 90 Construction—Main Street from the end of the 1938 

construction in front of the Town Hall to 
Common Street was re-built at a cost of $9,612.09 of which $5.000 | 
was appropriated at the annual town meeting and the balance | 
was allocated to the town from the State Highway fund. The 
work was done under contract. The following bids were received 
and opened by the State Department of Public Works:

The contract was awarded to Frank J. Jacobs Co. of West 
Roxbury, the low bidder. The construction consisted of a bitu- 
minous concrete surface. 

East Street from Plimpton Street to Short Street and Short 
street from East Street to Washington Street was widened and 
rebuilt at a cost of approximately $18,000.00 of which $10,000. 
was appropriated at the annual town meeting and the balance 
was allocated to the town from the State Highway Fund. The 
construction consisted of a 30 foot penolithic pavement with some 
curbing and was done by the Highway Department. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance—For the maintenance of Chapter 90 

roads, the State and County made 
grants of $1,500.00 each and the Town appropriated a like sum. 
The following work was completed: Elm Street from the resid- 
ence of Charles E. Rafuse to the Medfield line, a distance of ap- 
proximately 4,000, feet was widened increasing the width of the 
travelled way from three to four feet. After the widening the 
entire roadway was re-surfaced with a non-skid top. 

Winter Street was re-surfaced at the approach to Stop River 
Bridge. New drainage was put in at the intersection of Wash- 
ington and Common Streets and additional drainage installed on 
Common Street near Washington Street. 

Catch basins were cleaned and brush cut on the following 
streets: Washington Street, Common Street, Elm Street, County 
Road, Shufelt Road, Coney Street, Portion of Water Street, High 
Plain Street. 


Parks and Playgrounds—Approximately all the fill needed for 
Memorial Park was completed this 
year. Two drainage systems were installed and the water was 
carried from the main on Stone Street through the park to the rear 
of the H. A. Spear property and two hydrants installed. The 
foundations for two future tennis courts were located and a large 
area of the baseball field loamed. A large quantity of loam was 
bought and stored in the park for future construction. 
The tree belts adjacent to town property, small parks and the 
commons were maintained as in former years. 
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Christmas trees were erected as customary on one’of the three 
commons in the Center and on the common in South Walpole. 
The Walpole Retail Merchants Association donated to the cost of 
the Christmas decorations. ; 

The Park Department worked in conjunction with the High- 
way Department on maintenance as well as construction. This 
permitted operations to be conducted with fewer men as demands 
from industry absorbed many who formerly were provided em- 
ployment on town work. 


Tree Department and Insect Pest Extermination—Thirty-eight trees 

were set out in. 
various sections of the town and we hope to continue the planting 
program next year. ? 

During the early part of the year considerable creosoting for 
gypsy moth was done. The areas of infestation were small through- 
out the town except in North Walpole where much feeding was 
noted. No indication of the brown tail moth was found. 


Sewer Department—Curtailment of work was made in this depart- 

ment from that of previous years. Twenty- 
five house connections were made making a total of 258 con- 
nections in our system.

Purchasing Department—Increased attention was demanded in 

this department this year due to new 
government regulations and priorities. We are operating under 
Preference Rating A-10, pursuant to Preferenc Rating Order No. 
P-46. Constantly increasing prices have been noted during the 
year and deliveries of materials greatly retarded. However, we 
have continued our practice of careful canvassing of ‘dealers 
with proper recognition of our local merchants. 


Work Projects Administration—Our quota of workers at the begin- 
ning of the year was 53 which was decreased in June to 27 men 
and in December our final quota was 17. 


Under date of December 15th the government ordered all 
W.P. A. manual workers to be transferred to the Hingham pro- 
ject and the W. P. A. projects in this town were then discontinued. 
The Selectmen voted to discontinue all other local W.P. A. pro- 
jects. | 


As last year, the projects in general were confined to sewer, 
drain and some park construction. The results in general were 
satisfactory.

At the end of the | 
year we have three hospitalized cases and the condition of each 
is improving. 
The town dump was maintained in an orderly manner and

Water Department—This department had a very busy and suc- 
cessful year. On the streets where new con- 
struction was done the service pipes were renewed to the street 
line and hydrants individually gated. The following six inch 
water mains were installed: 3 


360 feet of 6” pipe on Eastover Road 

900 feet of 6” pipe on Hanson Avenue 

200 feet of 6” pipe on Wedgmere Court 

650 feet of 6” pipe in Memorial Park = 
974.6 feet of 6” pipe on Cascade Terrace 


Due to the increase in building forty-eight new services were 
connected to our system. Five hydrants were also added, two 
in Memorial Park, one on each of the following streets, Eastover 
Road, Cascade Road and Wedgemere Court. 

During the year final payment was made on the 1,000,000 
gallon stand-pipe on High Plain Street leaving only $5,000.00 pay- 
able yearly in water notes. 

The total output of water from the pumping station was 
368,573,000 gallons an increase of 64,480,000 gallons over 1940. 

The equipment im the department is in excellent condition 
and is sufficient for the coming year.

HEALTH OFFICER 


In January an epidemic of contagious colds or mild influenza 
broke out among the school population especially, with hundreds 
of cases and all but causing the closing of the schools. In many 
places they were closed. The epidemic lasted about two and a 
half weeks, gradually diminishing. Measels also was more 
prevalent than in other years. On the contrary the last four 
months of the year there were fewest recorded cases of con- 
tagious and other diseases than in many years. 

The sanitary condition of the town remains good. Owners 
of out-buildings and garbage and refuse piles are careful to clean 
up and remove same, with few exceptions, without orders. The 
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town dump on Stone Streets extention is carefully looked after and 
should be adequate for many years. There is some demand for 
dumps at the East and South ends, but at this writing no one 
has come forward with suitable land for the purpose. ; 

Due to war emergencies suitable land should be set apart, 
together with buildings for use as required for sanitary condi- 
tion and otherwise. |

DENTAL HYGIENIST 


Without changing our policy and routine, I am glad to report 
a few improvements in the dental program during the past year. 

The first of these is the pre-school clinic, sponsored by the 
Visiting Nurse Association. Bearing in mind that the most pre- 
valent ages for dental decay are the pre-school and adolescent 
ages, it can be readily understood how important such a clinic 
is and how it affects the whole dental program. 

Another improvement was the annual dental examination, 
which was partly done by the dental hygienist, as a time saving 
device for the school dentist. : 
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My request that dental care for the Fisher school children be 
given them in their own building has been granted. I am sure 
this will do much to improve the dental service in that school. 
Boyden school has received similar service for the past three — 
years and a marked progress has been noted there. 

As in the past years monthly classroom visits for dental 
hygiene lessons and mouth inspections took place. Time was 
also spent in helping the school nurse in various health activi- 
ties. Number of prophylactic treatments—978.

MILK INSPECTOR 

In 1941 the Health Department issued thirty-one licenses to 
sell milk and cream for stores and restaurants, twenty to dealers 
and seven local permits to those producers retailing less than 
twenty quarts daily. 

The usual inspection of dairy animals, premises and samples 
of dairy products have been made. My records of bacteria count 
and microscopic appearance covering all licensed dairies show 
the town's supply to be most satisfactory. 

The plant off Fisher Street of the United Cooperative Society 
has been greatly improved, many new pieces of equipment, such 
as a bottle washer and sterilizer,’ pasteurizer, cooler, etc., having 
been installed, and the interior renovated. 

Walpole’s milk supply is of such a quality, that a customer 
need not hesitate to accept deliveries every other day or less 
often if need be in the interest of defense savings or as a health 
safeguard. 7 

Three licenses to maintain and operate a pasteurization plant 
were granted. A total of $55.50 in licenses was collected.

The activities of our various departments for the year 1941 
have been operating smoothly, we have been able to keep withia 
the aggregate of the budgets for all our departments. As a mat- 
ter of fact there will be unexpended balances from all departments 
for the year 1941. A transfer of $1,700.00 from the Welfare De- 
pariment to the Bureau of Old Age Assistance, account expenses 
in this department having materially increased. Our: welfare 
list comprises only those who are totally unemployable and as 
stated last year, believe the expenses for this department have ab- 
solutely reached their lowest figure. 

In conferences with your Board, our Federal Surplus Com- 
modities Warehouse was discontinued as of December 31, 1941, 
we feel that this did not serve any real worthwhile purpose under 
the present day conditions, and it certainly did not save any 
money for any of our departments. 
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No doubt all are aware that the Old Age Assistance Act was 
drastically amended this year by our Legislature and becomes 
effective in 1942; increasing Old Age Assistance allowances and 
entailing other operating costs. Detail in this department con- | 
tinues to increase from year to year and will necessitate an even. 
larger increase in our Old Age Assistance Budget for the year — 
1942. 

In our A. D. C. Division the expenses are slightly increased, 
but were it not for the increase of State and Federal funds to 
this Department the town's expense would be much greater. : 

We trust that you have in mind the conferences between this 
and your Board concerning working conditions covering the 
requirements of the operation of our offices. 

As stated in previous reports the Civil action by the Town 
of Foxborough against the Town of Walpole in conjunction with 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, has not as yet been called 
for trial. A request however, was made to the Court by the 
Town of Foxborough to remove this action from Norfolk to Suf- 
folk County Court. This petition was denied by the Court. 

We also understand that W.P.A. accident case involving 
about $1,500 is unsettled. Adverse ruling, expense will revert to 
Welfare Department. 

Several of our Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent 
Children cases have filed appeals, throughout the year, before 
the State Board of Appeals, but all decisions rendered have been 
in our favor. 

Public Welfare 

The total number of cases coming under this heading, in- 
cludes settled and non-settled cases, living in Walpole and other ~ 
cities and towns during 1941 is 42. 

Aid To Dependent Children 

While the number of families receiving this type of aid has 
not increased rapidly the trend is toward slightly higher expenses, 
number aided during 1941: 10 cases—34 children. 


Bureau of Old Age Assistance 

The number of Old Age Assistance Cases since the passage 
of the original statute in July, 1931 has steadily increased. Out 
of 36 applications for Old Age Assistance received in 1941, aid 
was granted in 27 cases.

The number of visitations required, concerning all classes 
of recipients, have of course, increased very rapidly, and for the 
past year commitments to institutions and removals to hospitals 
have also increased rapidly. Furthermore, you will note that 
burial expenses have been quite high for the year 1941. 

We wish to thank all Town Officials for the splendid co- 
operation; also the Salvation Army, American Red Cross, Lend- 
A-Hand Society, Italian-American Club, and all other charitable 
and social agencies which have been cooperative and of con- 
siderable help, especially at Thanksgiving and Christmas, when 
through their assistance we have been able to provide some little 
extras which we could not have provided directly from our 
departments.

New Law—Chapter 423 of the Acts of the General Court of 1941 
pends Chapter 76 of the General Laws by this ad- 
ition: 

‘Absences may also be permitted for religious education at 
such times as the school committee may establish; provided 
that no public funds shall be appropriated or expended for 
such education or for transportation incidental thereto; and 
provided, further, that such time shall be no more than one 
hour each week.” 
School Committees may now grant permission for pupils to 
be absent from school at specified times for the purpose of re- 

ceiving religious education. 
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The Walpole School Committee has voted to permit pupils to 
be dismissed at 2:30 P. M. on Thursday afternoons, if parents 
present a written request for their children to attend an organized 
class in religious education conducted by their respective 
churches. 

The School Committee is not permitted to furnish transporta- 
tion to pupils absent for religious education, either from school 
to the church or from the church to their homes. 

It is the intent of the law that pupils absent from the public 
schools for religious education shall actually attend the class 
held for that purpose. Absence from three consecutive meetings 
for religious education will be considered sufficient cause for 
withdrawal of the dismissal privilege, and the child will be re- 
quired to remain in school. The churches have agreed to main- 
tain attendance registers. | 


No. School Signal—When weather conditions prevent sessions 
of school, the whistle will sound a double 
round of 2-2. 


:30 A. M.—means No School in all schools. 
:45 A. M.—means No School in first six grades. 


Whenever possible, radio stations WNAC and WEEI will an- 
nounce No School for Walpole over their regular program of 
announcements between 7:00 A. M. and 7:30 A. M. 


Transportation—The Rules and Regulations of the School Com- 
| mittee relative to transportation are: 


1. Children of Grades 1-6 inc., who live more than 1% miles 
from the school they are entitled to attend shall be fur- 
nished transportation. 

2. Children of Grades 7-12 inc., who live more than 1% 
miles from the school they are entitled to attend shall be 
furnished with transportation. 


Outside of salaries, transportation is the largest single item 
of School Department expense. It forms 10% of the entire Budget 
and in 1941 amounted to $17,485.06. Walpole is one of six 
towns in the State which requires a very large amount of 
transportation for its school children. This is due, of course, to the 
scattered centers of population and to the hazards of the road 
where no sidewalks exist. 


Athletic Field—In September, the High School football coaches 

reported that they would prefer to us the Athletic 
Field in East Walpole for their home games rather than to use 
the new Athletic Field at the rear of the Plimpton School. The 
Superintendent was instructed to inform the Board of Selectmen 
that the boys will not use the new athletic field this year or 
until such time as it is in proper condition. 
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Repairs at the High School—During the year repairs were made 
to the roof, the outer walls and the 
inner walls of the high school where we had been having trouble 
from leaks. These repairs ware made under the supervision of a 
special committee appointed for that purpose. 


After rather extensive investigation the decision was made to 
follow up the repointing of the walls with a hot wax waterproof- 
ing treatment in certain areas, where we have had the most 
trouble. This was done in the library and around most of the 
auditorium. 


The balance of the outside work was limited to repointing 
and recaulking and going over various places on the roof where 
additional preventative work seemed necessary to be sure that 
the building was tight. This work was started very shortly 
after school closed for the summer vacation and was not entirely 
completed until well after school opened in the fall. The areas 
on the inside walls where the plaster had been badly affected 
by water were replastered. In many places it was found pos- 
sibe to do patch work while in others the whole wall had to be re- 
plastered. It was considered inadvisable to try to paint these 
inside walls until the winter's heating season had completely 
dried out the moisture. 


The results from recent storms seem to indicate that the 
major difficulty from leakage has been eliminated. <A small 
amount of additional work will be necessary before the job can 
be called completed.

Other Tables and Statistics: Tables and charts giving informa- 

tion regarding teachers, enrollment 
of pupils by grades, and by building, costs, etc., will be found on 
pages following the reports prepared by various school officials 
and supervisors. 


Texbooks: New basal readers for the first three grades of the 

elementary school were adopted and put into use in 
1941. The new text was selected after a long investigation by a 
committee of our primary school teachers. 


A new 4book Latin series was odopted for use in the High 
School. This text was selected with special reference to pre- 
paring pupils to pass the examinations set by the College Entr- 
ance Examination Board. 


A 3-book series in Music Appreciation has been adopted. 


Health: Very poor records for school attendance were made last 

winter during a brief epidemic of severe colds. Between 
30% and 40% of our pupils were absent from school for a week 
or more in January, 1941. School Physicians urged that school 
sessions be maintained during the epidemic in order to facili- 
tate a daily check-up by the Doctors and School Nurse. 


Children selected by the School Nurse have continued to 
receive free milk each day as a mid-morning lunch. This year, 
another of our local organizations is furnishing orange juice and 
cod liver oil to chidren who need it. These children have been 
selected on the basis of an examination of their teeth. 


All pupils of Grades 3 to 12 inclusive have had their eyes 
tested. For this work, teachers have used the new Vision Test 
equipment devised by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health in 1940. To this equipment we have added lenses and 
charts specially devised for testing the eyes of children of Grades 
1 and 2. 


First Grade Procedures: The sudden break between the free- 
dom of home life and the relative con- 
finement in school undoubtedly creates a hardship for some 
children when they first enter school. In addition, children vary 
widely in their ability to take their first steps in learning to read. 
The teachers of the First Grade have made some recommend.a- 
tions for a change in our present procedure, and these recom- 

mendations are being studied. They include:— 
a. Shorter hours for First Grade pupils for the first half of 

the year. 


b. A testing program to ascertain the best time for starting 
pupils in their reading. 


c. A program of handwork and games. 
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Additional Teacher For High School: The need for an addi- 

tional teacher becomes 
more apparent. Since the last increase in teaching personnel was, 
made, our high school enrollment has increased by over 60 pupils. 
This addition in numbers represents a need for two teachers in 
order to maintain an average load of 30 pupils per teacher per 
recitation. The addition of a teacher to our staff would help to 
alleviate the situation and would present an opportunity to do 
more directed work in Guidance. 


Vocational Work: Various Federal Acts have made available 

to the Towns funds for the maintenance of 
vocational classes. In the present emergency, there is undoubted- 
ly a need for trained mechanics. However, at least two things 
tend to prevent our embarking on a vocational education ven- 
ture. 

First, the machine equipment is very expensive and not pro- 
curable at present. Second, no space for the establishment of 
such class rooms is available in our High School. Boston Trade 
School welcomes Walpole boys and the cost to Walpole is much 
less than the maintenance of a vocation of class would be. 


Expansion of Practical Arts Department: Each year, more boys 

have desired to take 
Woodworking than could be accommodated under one instructor 
in the High School Shop. Through a shuffling of assignment 
of subjects to some teachers, we have been able to use a second 
teacher in that Department and to provide woodworking to all 
boys who desired it. 


Expansion of Music Department: This Department now has two 

full-time instructors. Each has 
a very full program. The program of vocal music and chorus 
work has carried on as usual. The increase has come from ths 
interest displayed in two distinct fields: namely, Instrumental 
Music, and Music Appreciation. 


Exhibition in 1942: For many years, it has been customary for 

the schools to hold every four years a two- | 
day exhibition of regular school work. This custom will be con- 
tinued, and plans are under way for the Exhibition to be held 
in May, 1942. 


Supplies: Rising prices of school supplies have been noted. 

Paper costs have risen most, and some grades are 
hard to get. Desk and seat replacements cannot be obtained. 
A 10% rise in the cost of textbooks is effective Jonuary 1, 1942. 
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Defense and Protection: The School Department has gladly 

given the use of gymnasium, audi- 
torium, and classrooms for many types of adult Defense Classes. 
In November, no less than seven different classes were being 
held in the High School alone. 


1 am pleased to be able to report that many teachers have 
been enrolled in our Defense Classes. 


Plans have been worked out for the protection of school 
children in case of possible air raids. Building Principals have 
held ‘‘drills’ in accordance with procedures recommended by 
Federal and State authorities to accustom. the children to orderly 
and calm movement within the buildings. 


Conclusion: All members of the School Department have con- 

tributed to make this a successful school year. All 
are to be commended. I appreciate this cooperation and extend 
my thanks to them. 

The School Committee members have been constant and 
untiring in their attention to the needs of pupils and teachers. 
Their keen understanding of the problems which confront pupils 
and parents, and their efforts to help the schools to meet and 
solve those problems are of inestimable value to the town.

PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


I herewith submit to you my annual report as principal of 
Walpole High School. | 

This year the enrollment in the school was the largest in its 
history, and on December 19 it was divided as follows: 


Freshmen 143 Seniors 119 
Sophomores 142 Post Graduates 7 
Juniors 138 Total 589 


Some classes are larger than before but in general there 
is no marked overcrowding. The conditions for study whicna 
have not been satisfactory for several years are worse on ac- 
count of the increase in enrollment. The cafeteria must be used 
for study purposes as well as the rear of many classrooms. | 
consider the pupils do good work under very trying conditions 
for study. We could profitably use four additional rooms for 
senior high school! work. 

We have been unable to use the assembly hall since: the 
opening of the school year due to repairs on the walls. This 
has been a definite loss to the student body. 
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Home room teachers continue conferences with pupils in 
matters of success and failure in school work. This is individual 
guidance which continues throughout the four years and special 
attention is given to pupils, in the last two years, who plan to 
attend college or some other educational institution after gradua- 
tion. . | 

We offer five different courses of study to all pupils and with 
such a varied program of work we feel that we are able to satisfy 
the interests, needs, and abilities of our pupils which is shown 
by the fact that few pupils leave school because of failure. 


Opportunities in music are presented in varied forms to an 
increasing number of pupils. The school band has appeared ct 
many community activities during the year. Pupils with literary 
and journalistic interests may find opportunity for expression in 
the school magazine the “Hill Quill’’ and in the senior yearbook. 


Our athletic program appeals to a large number of boys and 
girls. We continue to enjoy the use of Bird Field, the golf course 
at the Walpole Country Club, and the tennis courts at Francis 
William Park. We wish to express appreciation for these privi- 
leges. , 
Our young people are aware of the critical times in which 
we live and are anxious to do their part in the defense activities 
of the community. Some have already directly assisted the 
Defense committee, others have taken part in the work of the 
Red Cross. Still others plan to study home nursing, while some 
are members of groups who are working on knitting projects. 
At the high school, we have planned a program of activity in Air 
Raid Precaution. This plan has had a test and the results were 
good. 

Our school continues in Class A rating and the graduates 
have made good records in the business life of the town and in 
colleges and universities. |

The psychologically sound theory expressed last year is be- 
ing applied. Progress has been made in the application of the 
educational philosophy, objectives, methods, and standards sum- 
marized in my previous report. : 


The children are invited to express their own ideas in their 


own way. Gradually they learn that art is a beautiful way of 
showing thought; that beauty gives pleasure; and the character- 
istics of beauty are design, simplicity, grace, and rightness. The 
latter stimulates effort to do one’s best. The fact that design is 
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defined as a plan necessitates thought. The realization that only 
original work is creative results in the production of good, sincere 
child art which may be judged in accordance with approved 
- criteria of evaluation. 

A new opaque projector makes possible valuable eighth 
grade art instruction which develops appreciation based upon 
knowledge concerning the architecture, painting, and sculpture 
of the past and present. 

The high school art students are responding enthusiastically 
to the opportunity to express their ideas by means of whatever 
available material they may prefer. Their response is indicative 
of the fact that art is a source of pleasure, and that it provides 
socially desirable interests. 

Once more there is occasion to refer to the activities of the 
Women's Club. Edward Sweet, a former student, who was twice 
awarded scholarships made possible by that organization, is now 
studying at the Massachusetts School of Art and is also em 
ployed as an assistant instructor of pupils enrolled in the Saturday 
classes at the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. 

Everyone interested in the work of the schools has assisted us 
in making art enjoyable and meaningful.

SUPERVISOR OF HOUSEHOLD ARTS 


In the sewing classes of the sixth grade and Junior High 
School, we followed the course of study as previously outline?: 
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hand made bags, learning to operate the sewing machines, con- 
struction of garments using the commercial patterns, and methods 
of repairing clothes. The seventh and eighth grades cooking 
classes were taught food principles, and economical breakfasts; 
luncheons, and dinners were prepared and served. 

We followed the work as outlined in both High School 
courses, teaching the girls in the Civic Arts Course the funda- 
mentals and theories of Home Making and applying their practi- 
cal work in foods and clothing during their fourth year. 

Our first and second year Household Arts’ girls studied the 
principles of foods and clothing and they had no end of oppor- 
tunities in their practical work. The third year girls were taught 
Home Management from house selections, decorations, costs, to | 
furniture arrangements, and budgets. Health and dietetics were 
studied during the fourth year.

SUPERVISOR OF MANUAL ARTS 


A class from the Civics Arts course in the High School has 
been added to the Practical Arts department during this past 
year, making a total enrollment of about ninety-seven boys. The 
need for this additional work has been apparent for some time. 

I believe that we should at this time seriously consider the 
possibilities of a metal working course. Many of our boys event- 
ually go into the metal working trades in Walpole and its vicinity. 
The trade schools of the State are so limited that boys from 
Walpole have had great difficulty in entering them, especially 
for the past year. During our national emergency I believe that 
we should help in this way, and we would at the same time 
broaden and enrich our Industrial Arts Course. 

With our school exhibition coming in the spring our shops 
have been exceptionally busy during this fall term. We hope 
to have a good variety of projects on display.

SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The usual plan of about five and one half months of outdoor 
work and four and one half months of indoor woork, is carried 
out throughout the schools. 

Walpole is fortunate in having good play areas at re 
school, which makes the outdoor activities possible. This pro- 
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gram is based largely on vigorous playground games and dev- 
elopmental skills. The winter program is devoted to those phy- 
sical education activities which are more suited to indoors, such 
as marching, apparatus, corrective exercises, rhythms, and folk 
dancing. Last year in line with the Americanization trend, we 
emphasized a group of American pioneer folk dances. 

The program is of necessity elastic so that it may be adapted 
to the different play areas and indoor facilities at each school. 


For a month or six weeks the physical education periods at 
the High School are devoting to testing eyes. The very thorough 
State Department of Health method is used. This is done in 
cooperation with the school nurse who retests all questionable 
cases discovered, thereby having a double check on defective 
eye sight. 

The High School girls as usual had two teams (tennis and 
field hockey) which met other schools in competition. The 
girls felt very fortunate in having their practice transferred to the 
athletic field beind Plimpton School. This was also appreciated 
by the football squad as it relieved the crowding and _ inter- 
ference on the other field.

THE SCHOOL NURSE 


During the year the school physicians examined all children, 
and it was pleasing to note that many of the physical defects 
had been corrected since the previous year. Special attention 
is paid to the boys and girls in High School who engage in com- 
petitive sports, and their examinations take place before their 
entrance into any strenuous activity. 

From the results of the Massachusetts Eye Vision Test, now 
done in the schools, a number of children have been referred to 
eye specialists. Parents have made sacrifices to obtain eye 
glasses when needed, and the children have been greatly helped 
in their school work. 

The ear testing was done in February and March by use of 
the Audiometer. Several children attended lip-reading classes 
with an adult group in Norwood. This year, however, the Nor- 
wood Public Schools are employing a teacher in lip-reading. 
She works with all age groups from Grade III through Senior 
High School. Norwood Schools have extended this courtesy to 
the children of Walpole, and with the consent of the parenis 
and the recommendation of their physicians, our children may 
attend these classes. 
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Tuberculin testing and X-Raying was done bythe Norfolk 
County Hospital in freshmen and junior classes of Senior High 
School. The response from the parents was splendid and over 
two hundred children were tested in December. 

Orthopedic children are receiving attention at a clinic held 
at the Brockton City Hospital. Our orthopedic cases, needing 
attention at the present time, consist mostly of postural defects. 

The Woman's Club provides a jar of milk daily for some 
children in the lower grades, and this year the Walpole Rotary 
Club is providing orange juice daily for a few children. We 
urge parents to do all they can for the nutrition of their children, 
as we feel that now, more than at any other time, the health of 
the children is of paramount importance. 

During the first three months of this year, due to the epidemic 
of colds, influenza and various contagious diseases, it was not 
advisable to gather the chidren together for a movie benefit, as is 
usually done at that time. However, the Teacher's Association 
held a Bridge Party in April and gave the entire proceeds (over 
one hundred dollars) to the health fund. 

We wish to thank all the clubs and associations who con- 
tributed so generously toward the health of the school children. 
We are very grateful to the parents for their co-operation, and 
wish to assure the parents, in these trying times, that the com- 
bined efforts of all of us, are pledged for the health and safety 
of the children.

PHYSICIAN FOR THE BIRD AND FISHER SCHOOLS 


With the advent of the school year 1940-41, came the usual 
physical examinations of all the pupils in the above schools. 

‘Rarely, a case of malnutrition due to improper feeding, or 
deficiency disease is found, with the resulting anaemia, and low- 
ered bodily resistance which opens the way to tubercular infec- 
tion. : 

In others, correction of unhygienic habits was attempted, and 
all these cases were referred to the school nurse and physical 
director for correction. 

A review of the physical status of the children of our schools 
for the past five or six years shows a heartening and consistent 
progress. I feel that the follow-up work has been excellent, as 
has the early detection of contagious disease due to the admir- 
able co-operation of teachers, nurses, and parents. 

In the beginning of the year 1941, came an altogether un- 
precedented epidemic of a mild form of influenza or contagious 
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colds. In many towns, schools were closed and in several grades 
here there was only about forty per cent attendance. This wave 
of infectious colds lasted about ten days, and then gradually 
spent itself, and attendance became normal. 

The number of children given anti-diptheritic treatment in the 
above schools was approximately 75 at Bird and 25 at Fisher.

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CHARLES FALES FUND SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents 
herein its eleventh annual report. 


The following officers were elected at the December meeting. 
Richard H. Kannally, Chairman, (Mrs.) Mildred J. Howard, Sec’y. 


The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following 
excerpt fiom the will of Lewis F. Fales: 


“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dallars, to 
be known as the ‘Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a board of Commissioners of Trust 
Funds is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have created 
a board of Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance with the 
laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two years 
from the time said Town is notified by my said Trustee so to do. 
The income from said funds to be used for scholarships to be paid 
as hereinafter provided to students, male or female, of the Schools 
of the Town who become students at any university, college or 
institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as practical 
each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be 
paid to each undergraduate in a university, college, or institute 
to whom it may be awarded by a Committee to be known as the 
“Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee,’’ which Committee 
shall consist of the Superintendent of the Schools of Walpole for 
the time being, the Principal of the High School of Walpole for 
the time being, and if there be at any time more than one High 
School in Walpole the Principals of each High School for the 
time being, and the members for the time being of the School 
Committee or other body having charge of the Schools of Walpole. 
The awards of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be 
made during the month of December of each and every year. 
Said Scholarship Committee shall keep a record of its doings 
and make a report to the Town at the end of each year. It shall 
so far as practical keep in touch with the progress and standing 
of each student to whom an award of a scholarship has been 
made. It is not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee 
in making their award, but there are these factors which | 
desire they should take into consideration,—Character, Scholar- 
ship, and Physical and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students 
wishing to extend their education along technical lines, shall, 
other things being equal be given preference.” 

The amount available for distribution this year was $3,612.93 
In accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships ae 
to be as nearly as practical each for the sum of five. hundred 
dollars, seven scholarships were awarded.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 
_ The Board of Trustees of the Walpole Public Library submit 


the following report. 

Nineteen hundred and forty-one has been a year of change 
in the Library personnel, as Mrs. Margaret Frost, the Children’s 
Librarian, left us in August, and Miss Ruth Balch, the Head Li- 
brarian, resigned in October. Though Mrs. Frost had been with 
us only two years, her work had been of exceptional quality, 
and Trustees and public regretted her leaving. Miss Balch had 
been here eight years, and under her regime many important 
improvements had been made in the Library. The fact that her 
new position as Hospital Librarian at Fort Devens requires ex- 
perience and ability indicates her splendid record. 

The Trustees were most thorough in searching for succes- . 
sors to these two key positions. In late August, Miss Eunice 
Crissey, a graduate of the Children’s Department of the School 
of Library Science at Simmons College, came to take Mrs. Frost's 
place. In October, Miss Gertrude Henrikson, a graduate of the 
Carnegie Library School and an assistant at the Quincy Library, 
began her duties as Head Librarian. 

With the annual Book Week Exhibition, the Library pre- 
sented the first of a series of monthly Art Exhibits, lent by the 
Boston Art Museum. These exhibits consist of reproductions of 
famous works of art and are part of the free service rendered by 
the Extension Department of the Museum. 
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The Library hos made a special effort to buy books of timely 
- interest:—’’Modern Shop Practice” and ‘Modern Economics” are 
among them. Literature on Defense has been featured. Also 
the Library is a receiving station for books donated by the public 
to men in the service. 

In contacting other Libraries and Library Schools, the Trus- 
tees were gratified to learn that the Walpole Library is recognized 
as one of the best for a town the size of Walpole. This is due to 
the support of the public and the fine work of the Staff and for 
both, the Trustees wish to express their deep appreciation.

LIBRARIAN 


The year 1941 brought several radical changes in the per- 
sonnel of the Library Staff. 

In June, Miss Randall, the East Walpole Branch Librarian, 
became Mrs. Lester Tarbell, continuing in the same capacity, 

Mrs. Freeman left the first of September ,to take the position 
of children’s librarian in the Coolidge Corner Branch of the 
Brookline Public Library. Her friendliness and genial personality 
are missed, not only by the children, but by the Staff and adult 
patrons as well. To fill the vacancy left by Mrs. Frost, Miss Eunice 
Crissey of the 1941 class of the Simmons College of Library 
Science, was appointed. 

A month later, on-October 20, Miss Ruth S. Balch, Librarian 
for the past eight years, resigned to assume the position of Hospi- 
tal Librarian for the Lovell General Hospital at Fort Devens, Ayer, 
Massachusetts. Her character, executive ability, and charm have 
placed her as one of the foremost among the town librarians in 
Massachusetts. She is greatly missed by Trustees, Staff, and 
townspeople, but all extend good wishes to her in her new role 
as army hospital librarian. Miss Gertrude Henrikson, Hospital _ 
Librarian of the Thomas Crane Public Library in Quincy Massa- 
chusetts, was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

During the Fall and Winter months, pictures from the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts have been exhibited, and have added con- 
siderable to the appearance of the Library. Upon request, the 
Time Magazine Lecture Bureau began, in November, to send 
large, free maps showing areas of current interest. Lack ‘of bul- 
letin boards prevent full usage of these but those on view have 
elicited considerable response. 
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Following the lead of some of the larger libraries, all new 
non-fiction is displayed for approximaely a week, before it is 
allowed to circulate. The primary purpose is to stimulate the 
reading of non-fiction. 

Story Hour, on Saturday mornings, is more enjoyable, now 
that the Library has been given a victrola. It is hoped that the 
Library will be in a position to buy a suitable permanent, col- 
lection of records during the coming year, in order that this fea- 
ture of Story Hour may become an integral part of the program. 

Book Week was observed by the display of new children’s 
books, and the holding of the annual morning coffee party for the 
mothers. 


The cataloging of the books in the Historical Room was 
completed by Mrs. Wilson and Miss Quinn in November. 

Before closing, I would like to thank the Trustees for their 
unfailing support and cooperation, and the Staff for the zeal and 
spirit of friendliness with which they carry out their various 
duties.

WALPOLE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


The same organization set-up! in 1940 has continued service 
in the interest of Defense throughout 1941. 

A women's division was established in March and it has 
been particularly active under the direction of Mrs. Axel H. Ander- 
son as Chairman. More than two hundred women attended the 
Walpole Women's Civilian Defense School, taking courses in 
First Aid, Canteen, Air Raid Wardens, Motor Corps, and Home 
Nursing. 

An Air Raid Precaution school for men was started late in 
the year under the direction of Mr. Howard S. Hanna, Chief 
Warden. This essential defense work is growing fast. 

Two public meetings have been held at the High School 
Auditorium, each reasonably well attended. 

This community has an excellent A.R.P. warning and con- 

trol center under the direction of Controller and District Director 
Mr. Willis D. McLean. Likewise a fully equipped Report Center 
headed by our Chief Air Raid Warden. These have functioned 
on 24 hour service since the United States declared war. 
. The Walpole Chapter of the Red Cross has been one hundred 
percent cooperative, being most helpful to our Medical Committee, 
particularly in connection with work on surgical dressings and 
First Aid instructions. 

Headquarters for this organization were establishehd in an 
office at Room 3, Odd Fellows Building in July with a clerk on duty 
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half time. Today the enrollment of workers runs over three 
hundred and is rapidly increasing.

In addition to the usual program of nursing as recorded above, 

the Visiting Nurse Association sponsored several clinics during 

the past year. 


The diphtheria toxoid clinic which was started in the previous 
November was completed in January. During this clinic pre- 
school children received immunization for diphtheria. 

A pre-school dental clinic was held in June at which 36 cor- 
rective dental visits were made. 

In September, the Well-Child Conference conducted by the 
Division of Child Hygiene, State Department of Public Health, was 
attended by 73 infant and pre-school children and their mothers. 
The follow-up work for the correction of the defects found during 
this Conference included another pre-school dental clinic in 
October. At this time 19 children received dental treatment. 

Assistance was given for 12 tonsil operations. This was made 
possible through the generous donations of the Lend-a-Hand Club 
and the Walpole Board of Public Welfare. 

We wish to thank all the individuals and organizations who 
have contributed financially or otherwise cooperated with the 
work of the Walpole Visiting Nurse Association.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1941, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This 
is in the form of a report to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant 
Director of Accounts.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of 
the books and accounts of the town of Walpole for the year ending 
December 31, 1941, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as: shown on the books and records 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined and checked 
with the records in the offices of the town treasurer and the town 
accountant. 


The books and accounts in the accountant’s office were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the 
treasurer’s books and with the books and records of the several de- 
partments in which charges originated or money was collected for the 
town. The recorded payments were checked with the treasury war- 
rants and with the disbursements as shown by the books of the town 
treasurer. The appropriations and transfers as recorded on the ac- 
countant’s books were checked and verified by comparison with the 
town clerk’s records of. financial votes passed by the town meetings 
and with the finance committee’s authorization of transfers from the 
reserve fund. 


The town accountant’s ledger was analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the finan- 
cial condition of the town on December 31, 1941. 


As may be noted from the balance sheet, the Chapter 90 highway 
accounts are overdrawn, due to the fact that reimbursements were not 
received in time from the State and County to provide funds for the 
payment of pay-rolls and materials. These overdrafts could have 
been avoided if the treasurer had issued temporary loans under the 
provisions of Section 6A, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


It was also noted that an additional appropriation was voted for 
the reserve fund at a special-town meeting, contrary to the provisions 
of Section 6, Chapter 40, General Laws, which provides that an ap- 
propriation for a reserve fund may be voted only at an annual town 
meeting. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
checked with the records in the several departments collecting money 
for the town, with other sources from which money was paid into 
the town treasury, and with the books of the town accountant. The 
recorded payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with the accountant’s 
books.

The cash books were footed and the cash balance on January 13, 
1942, was verified by actual count of the cash in the office and by 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit. 


The payment on account of maturing debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due, and were checked with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The records of the several trust funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer, were examined and checked. The income was proved, the 
disbursements were verified, and the trust fund balances as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1941, were reconciled by personal examination of the securities 
and savings bank books representing the investments of the funds. 


The records of the tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked. The amounts added to the tax title account were compared 
with the collector’s records, the recorded redemptions, foreclosures, 
and disclaimers were checked, and the tax titles on hand were listed, 
proved, and compared with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The taxes and assessments outstanding according 
to the previous examination were audited, and all subsequent com- 
mitments were analyzed and compared with the assessors’ warrants 
for their collection. The recorded collections were compared with 
the payments to the treasurer as shown by the treasurer’s and the 
town accountant’s books the abatements, as entered, were’ checked 
with the assessors’ records of abatements granted; the taxes and 
assessments transferred to the tax title account were compared with 
the treasurer’s and the accountant’s records; and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger 
accounts. The collector’s cash balance on January 13, 1941, was proved 
by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 

The books and accounts of the collector of water charges were 
examined and checked. The commitments were analyzed, the re- 
corded collections were checked with the payments to the treasurer, 
the abatements were compared with the department records of abate- 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
proved to the accountant’s ledger. 

The outstanding tax, assessment, and water accounts were veri- 
fied by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies re- 
ceived thereto it would appear that the outstanding accounts, as listed, 
are correct. ; 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the selectmen;' 
town clerk, health department, and building inspector were examined 
and checked. The collections were compared with the payments to the 
town and state, and the cash balances were verified by actual count of 
the cash on hand.

The surety bonds furnished by the several officials required to file 
such surety were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of departmental accounts receivable were examined 
and checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified by com- 
parison with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books, the abate- 
ments were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
provd to the accountant’s ledger. 

The records of receipts from hall rentals, the sealer of weights 
and measures, the dental clinic, the school and library departments, 
and of all other departments in which money was collected for the 
town, were examined and checked. The payments to the town treas- 
urer were verified and the cash on hand was proved by actual count. 

In addition to the balance sheet mentioned above, there are ap- 
pended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasur- 
er’s cash, summaries of tax, assessments, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, as well as tables showing the condition and transac- 
tions of the trust funds. 

For the cooperation extended by all town officials during the 
progress of the audit, I wish on behalf of my assistants and for my- 
self, to express appreciation.

The Warrant was issued’ by the Selectmen under date of 
April 18, 1941 and was signed by David W. Kelley, Albert W. 
Smith, Willis D. McLean, Charles P. Roundy and John J. White. 
The proper service of the Warrant was attested by Levi S. Thomp- 
son, Constable of Walpole. 

Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, a Special Meeting of the 
Inhabitants of the Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections 
and Town affairs, was held in the Auditorium of the High School 
building in said Walpole on Monday, the Twenty-Eighth day of 
April, 1941 at 8:00 o’clock P. M. 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 P. M. by Henry W. 
Caldwell, Moderator, a quorum being present. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: to waive the reading of the warrant. 


Article 1. To hear and act on the report of any committee, or 
to choose any committee the Town may think proper, and trans- 
act any other business that may legally come before the Town. 

Under this article, Mr. Axel. H. Anderson, Chairman of the 
Committee appointed by the Moderator, in accordance with vote 
passed at the Adjourned Town Meeting of February 10, 1941, to 
investigate the present condition of the High School with respect 
to the need for repairs, made a report of the Committee.

Voted: that the report of the Committee appointed to investi- 
gate the condition of the High School with respect to the need 
of repairs, as read by Mr. Anderson, be accepted and that said 
report be made a part of the records of this meeting. 

The report of the Committee is as follows: 


Report of Committee Appointed at Adjourned Annual Town 
Meeting Held February 10, 1941 to Investigate Building 
Conditions at the High School 


Report of the Committee appointed by the Moderator to in- 
vestigate building conditions at the High School and report as 
soon as possible to a special Town Meeting: | 

At the adjourned 1941 Annual Town Meeting held on Feb- 
ruary 10, a motion was carried to appoint a committee of five to 
make a thorough investigation of the present condition of the 
High School with respect to the existing need for certain repairs 
and to make a report and recommendation to a Special Town 
Meeting to be held at a later date. 
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The Moderator appointed as members of this Committee 
Messrs. A. H. Anderson, James Buffington, Jr., W. D. McLeam, F. 
P. Reynolds, and J. A. Valentine. The Committee organized with 
Mr. Anderson as chairman and Mr. Valentine as secretary. 

The Committee held seven scheduled meetings at each of 
which all members were present; in addition numerous con- 
ferences were held and inspections made. The Committee had 
the helpful cooperation of the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. A. 
C. Jones. 

The first and probably the most important work of the mem- 
bers was to satisfy themselves that the building was structurally 
sound, and competent engineers reported this to be so. The con- 
dition of the walls is not necessarily brought about by faulty 
construction since many buildings, some very expensive ones, are 
similarly affected. The present construction is a twelve-inch wall, 


eight inches of brick and four inches of hollow tile. This is con- 


sidered sound construction and it is feasible to plaster directly 
on hollow tile. 

The next step was to thoroughly investigate all possibilities 
for water entering the building. The Committee’s survey indi- 
cated that the trouble was confined chiefly to the new section of 
the building; that it has been of long standing and various 
methods have been employed to correct the situation but with- 
Out success. 

The new section of the building was erected in 1928. The 
following work of an extraordinary nature has been done since 
that time: 

Ist—In 1932 the entire roof for the new section was replaced 
with a Barrett specification roof. The copings were ine oily 
covered with copper flashings. 

2nd—Following the completion of work on the roof, the area 
comprising the exterior of the Library from hte roof to the first 
floor level was completely repointed. The entire south wall of the 
Auditorium also was repointed from the top of the parapet down 
a distance of approximately five feet. The windows were caulked. 

3rd—In 1934 the walls of the Library were repainted. 

4th—In 1935 the roof flashings were repaired. 

Sth—Early in 1936 the walls of the Library were again re- 
painted. 

6th—In the late fall of 1936 the ceilings were replaced. 


7th—Early in 1937 considerable painting was done. This in- 
cluded the repainting of the Library and the Auditorium. 


8th—In 1940 a major repair job on the flashings was com- ° 


pleted by a competent roofer. 
9th—During the Committee’s investigation of the building, the 
roofer who installed the present Barrett roof was engaged in mak- 
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ing extensive repairs to the roof proper, these repairs being 
made under a guarantee bond issued when the roof was installed. 
There appeared to be no direct evidence of leaks from this source 
except the one in front of the stage in the Auditorium. 

The foregoing repairs appear to have been made chiefly in 
an endeavor to correct the leaks in the walls of the Library, the 
Auditorium, and other parts of the building, except for the re- 
placement of the ceilings. 

The investigation made by the Committee appears to indicate 
that the principal reason ‘for the leaking is due to water entering 
the walls through the mortar joints and through extremely porous 
bricks. 

The present condition of the roof appears to be reasonably 
satisfactory but certain repairs still appear to be necessary, such 
as: 


Repointing of the chimneys and brick ventilating stacks; re- 
inforcement and repairing of copper ventilators; rechecking of 
all copper flashings, including the expansion joints. 

The attached plan shows where water has entered the walls 
of the building. This will be referred to later in this report. 

The Committee investigated all reputable methods of water- 
proofing brick exterior walls. These methods vary but may be 
Classified under two headings: 


(a) Reliance on repointing only, which is removihg and re- 
placing all defective mortar joints. 

(b) Repointing same as mentioned above and in addition 
waterproofing the wall. This waterproofing is done by: 

(1) Painting the surface or 

(2) Impregnating the exterior surface of the wall with a 
high meltingpoint paraffin wax applied after heating the wall 
surface. This latter method seals the surface of the wall to a 
aepth of one-quarter inch to three-eights inch and forms a water- 
proof coating through which no water can pass. 

No process is 100% effective if settlement cracks develop. 
Such cracks would have to be treated as they appear. We feel, 
however, that the building has been erected long enough to have 
developed most, if not all, settlement cracks that should normally 
occur. 

Method (a) described above is essentially the same as was 
recommended at the adjourned Town Meeting F ebruary 10, 194]. 
It was employed on the exterior library walls in 1932 and proved 
unsatisfactory in that the leaks continued. 

Method (b-1) has not proved to be very satisfactory and has 
only a life of less than five years. 

Method (b-2) is a process which has been successfully used 
Since 1885. Locally, it was used at the Norwood Hospital in 
1928-29 to correct a situation there almost identical with the one 
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at our high school and has completely eliminated all leaks on 
the surface so treated. We tested with a blow torch these walls 
which had been treated in 1928 and found the wax still present 
in both bricks and motar. This treatment, by keeping moisture 
out of the wall, has prevented salting of the brick and disintegra- 
tion of the motar which has taken place in areas repointed but 
not waxed within the last five years. 


After much investigating and study the Committee unani- 
mously is of the opinion that this process offers the most practi- 
cable method for correcting our problem. Obviously the Com- 
mittee cannot and does not guarantee the results from any 
method that might be used, but we can get a ten-year guarantee 
if this particular process is used. 


To treat the entire building by this plodess would be very 
expensive and we believe unnecessary because as yet a very 
substantial area of the building has not developed leaks and 
may never do so. Therefore, we are recommending this treatment 
for the following areas only. Referring to the plan herewith, 
these areas and other work recommended to be done are: 


l. The wall in front of the Library from the top down to the 
main floor level. 


“2. On the north wall of the Auditorium from the front 
corner to the near edge of its first window, from top to grade; | 
the entire front of the Auditorium from top to platform and the 
area below the upper platform; the south wall of the Auditorium 
from the front corner to the near edge of the hall windows, ap- 
proximately three-quarters of the wall, from the top down to 
grade. 


Items 1 and 2 will completely waterproof the plastered areas 
where serious trouble now exists. 


3. Repoint only balance of the south wall from top to grade 
where necessary. 


4. West wall—repoint only the entire length of wall from top 
down into headers of second story windows, a distance of ap- 
proximately five feet. 

5. South wall at stariwell opposite rooms 206 and 207—re- 
point only from top down to lower roof. | 

6. West wall above stariwell and room 206—repoint only 
from top down approximately five feet. 

7. North wall covering rooms 206 and 207 from top down to 
window heads of rooms 107 and 108, which are directly below 
rooms 206 and 207. 

8. East wall—old section—repoint where necessary only the 
two entrance sections and the wall between—from the top down 
to the first floor level. 
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Items 3, 4, 8—We feel that a repointing job only at these 
points, together with the caulking of windows, may well correct 
such minor leaks as now appear to exist. 

Items 5, 6, 7—We feel that the areas here: should be treated 
with the hot wax process, but because of the small area of 
plastered wall involved we are of the opinion that repointing 
only should be tried out, and if inadequate the hot wax process 
should be applied at a later date. | 

9. Recaulk all windows and doorways, both in the new 
and old sections, using oakum where necessary and applying a 
black mastic waterproofing compound, caulking to include the 
cast stone window sills and other trim. 

10. Repoint chimneys and brick ventilating stacks; rein- 
force and repair. copper ventilators; recheck all copper flashings, 
including expansion joints and make such repairs as necessary. 

We have purposely omitted reference to repairs that may be 
necessary to the platform at the entrance to the Auditorium. There 
is a bad condition inside the lower-entrance, but a seven-hour 
hose test of the upper platform did not indicate any leaks. While 
this test could not be considered conclusive, it is sufficiently 
indicative to justify delay in removing and resetting the plat- 
form. If, however, the recaulking, repointing and wax treat 
ment of this area provided for in the recommendation above do 
not prove adequate, it may be necessary to make further studies 
of the construction of the platform and recommend further repairs 
at a later date. 

We further recommend replastering the front wall of the 
Library, the south wall of the Auditorium, the stariwells in front of 
the Auditorium and in the old section, and make such other 
minor plastering repairs as are necessary in these areas. All 
replastering is to be left unpainted for one year to permit moisture 
which may now be in the walls to evaporate during a heating 

season. 

We estimate the cost of the above repairs to be: 

Outside work of repointing and waterproofing, etc. $8,500.00
